The Cover Bureau purchased 343,- 
546 Byrd stamps during the period 


of its existence. Of this number, 
148,000 stamps were used on covers 
sent to Little America. 175,598 


stamps were sold for face value by 
the Expedition or the 30 department 
stores in the United States that of- 
fered their fine cooperation as agents 
for the Expedition in reaching the 
public. At the close of business on 
May 31, 1935, there was left a total 
of 19,948 stamps. Of this number 
7,500 stamps were used by the Ex- 
pedition itself for postage, leaving 
a balance of 12,448 stamps on hand 
July 1, 1935, with a face value of 
$373.44. DOES THAT LOOK AS IF 
THE BYRD EXPEDITION OR THE 
COVER BUREAU CORNERED THE 
MARKET? 

Since it has been inferred that the 
Cover Bureau had advance knowledge 
of the date on which the Little Am- 
erica stamps were to be removed from 
the lists of the Philatelic Agency, I 
wish to make the following state- 
ment: 

As early as November 12, 1934, I 
placed a written order with the Divis- 
sion of Stamps of the United States 
Post Office Department for 30,000 
Byrd stamps ($900 worth) which were 
to be used on philatelic mail, a large 
part of which had not at that time 
been opened. These were paid for and 
collected in several installments. The 
last 10.000 of these 30.000 stamps, 
REPRESENTING THE FINAL PUR- 
CHASE BY THE COVER BUREAU 
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OF LITTLE AMERICA STAMPS, 
were paid for one week prior to De- 
cember 1, 1934, and were collected 
from the Philatelic Agency by an 
employee of the Byrd Expedition 
Bureau three days before December 
1, 1934, the official closing date of 
mail destined for the post office at 
Little America. 

While at Little America Admiral 
Byrd autographed covers which were 
placed on sale by the Cover Bureau 
to help pay the huge deficit of the 
Expedition. After selling these cov- 
ers it seems only fair that he should 
charge for any autographing which 
he does in the United States on the 
Little America covers or stamps since 
there is not a dollar of personal profit 
in it for himself. 

To the best of my knowledge there 
were no covers sent through the Cov- 
er Bureau of the Byrd Expedition 
that did not bear at least one Little 
America stamp—there would be no 
object in doing so since they would 
have no value unless a stamp was at- 
tached.

The Michigan Stamp 


Announcement of the description of 
the new Michigan Centennial postage 
stamp, which is to be issued on No- 
vember 1, 1935, was made on October 
7, by the Post ‘Office Department. 

The new stamp will commemorate 
the centennial anniversary of the 
Statehood of Michigan, and will be of 
the three-cent denomination. It will 
be purple in color and will conform in 
size to the current Special Delivery 
stamp, 84/100 inches by 1-44/100 
inches, arranged horizontally. 


In a narrow panel with white edges 
and dark background along the top of 
the stamp will be the wording “1835 
Michigan Centennial 1935” in white 
Roman lettering. The central design 
of the new stamp will be a large re- 
production of the State Seal, draped 
at the sides and at the base by the 
National Emblem at the left and the 
Michigan State flag at the right. The 
staffs of the flags will extend to each 
upper corner. In square panels with 
dark background in each lower corner 
will be the denomination designation 
“3c” in white. The wording “U. 
Postage” in white Roman lettering 
will be enclosed in a narrow horizon- 
tal panel with dark background at the 
center of the lower edge of the stamp. 


In the space between the lower half 
of the central design and the sides of 
the stamp will be a forest and lake 
scene at the left, while at the right 
is to be a view representing commerce 
and industry. 


The new stamp will be first placed 
on sale at the post office in Lansing, 
Michigan, on November 1, 1935, and 
it will be placed on sale at post offices 
throughout the country the following 
day or as soon thereafter as distribu- 
tion will permit. 


Stamp collectors desiring first-day 
cancellations on November 1 may send 

a limited number of addressed covers, 
a to exceed a total of ten, with cash 
or postal money order remittance pay- 
able to the postmaster, Lansing, Mich- 
igan, covering the value of the stamps 
required for affixing. Personal checks 
or other postage stamps will positive- 
ly not be accepted in payment. To 
receive the November 1 postmark, 
covers must reach the Postmaster, 
Lansing, before the close of business 
on that date.

Mr. M. Supco has taken issue with 
our statement regarding the Philip- 
pine imperforates. We said “The 
Post Office Department offered to sell 
imperforates to anyone who would 
buy 10,000 pesos worth.” According 
to Mr. Supco this means that the 
Post Office could not have any for 
sale, as whoever offered to buy must 
buy the entire issue. Mr. Supco says 
that the facts are as follows:—These 
stamps were issued imperforate in 
1925-26 to a concern in Manila who 
used some of them on their own mail 
but sold most of them to collectors 
at high prices over face.

century stamps. These may be great- 
ly lightened but not entirely removed 
by brushing over with Javelle Water, 
being careful to wet only the pen 
strokes and also washing off with 
water as soon as the pen stroke ap- 
pears to be as light as it will get 
without starting to fade the stamps. 





Mr. Alfred F. Lane has discovered 
that he has two plate number blocks 
of the San Diego stamp, on one of 
which the plate number is next to 
the top stamp, and on the other next 
to the bottom one. While this is not 
unusual, unless we understand the 
make-up of the plate from which 
stamps of this nature are printed, it 
is apt to be confusing. The plate 
bears 200 subjects divided by wide 
gutters into panes of 50 subjects 
each. Opposite the corner stamp of 
each pane, the plate number is _ in- 
serted. Thus, on a sheet of 200 
stamps we find a plate number oppo- 
site each of the four corner stamps. 
When this sheet is cut into four panes 
of 50 it leaves one plate number on 
each pane. This plate number may 
be in the upper right or left corner, 
or the lower right or left corner, de- 
pending on which position in the ori- 
ginal large sheet the pane occupied.

Air-Navigation Week 


The week of October 14-21 ‘has 
been proclaimed by President Roose- 
velt as “Air Navigation Week” to 
emphasize the marked progress that 
has been made in American Aeronau- 
tics since the first flights of the 
Wright brothers. This particular 
week in years gone by has witnessed 
many notable flights involving the 
science of air navigation as well as 
epochal achievement in the develop- 
ment of the art and science of flying. 

It was during the period October 
17-21, 1911 that Hugh Robinson flew 
the 314 miles from Minneapolis, Minn. 
to Rock Island, IIll., carrying mail a 
greater distance than ever before. 

One of the features planned during 
the celebration this year concerns a 
visit by air to the United States of 
the heads of civil aviation in Latin 
America and Canada, these officials 
having been invited to visit the United 
States during Air Navigation Week 
by the Secretary of Agriculture and 
the Secretary of Commerce. 

No doubt some interesting air mail 
covers will be secured by our air mail 
enthusiasts throughout this period. 
One interesting event will be an over- 
night flight from San Francisco to 
Newark, N. J. with the pilots under 
hoods the entire way except for take- 
offs and landings at the regular sched- 
uled stops. At all other times while 
en route, these pilots will be unable 
to see the ground and will depend 
entirely on the airway aids to air 
navigation and the aircraft’s instru- 
ments to keep them on course. Mail 
and express will be carried on the 
flight but no pay passengers. 


MICHIGAN CENTENNIAL 


The Michigan stamp design was 
telegraphed to Linn’s Weekly by your 
writer in time to catch last week’s 
issue. The State seal is a most ap- 
propriate one, especially when the 
celebration, like this one, concerns an 
anniversary of statehood.

Latest information is that the in- 
ital printing order requests 65 million 
of these stamps be printed. The re- 
cent experience that the Post Office 
Department had with postmasters in- 
itial orders taking more of the Bould- 
er Dam stamps than the original 
printing order called for, probably is 
responsible for this larger order for 
the Michigan first printing. 

Superintendent, Robert E. Fellers, 
of the Division of stamps asked your 
writer to caution cover collectors in 
sending envelopes to the Postmaster 
at Lansing for first day cancellation, 
to avoid sending stamps as payment. 
The official notice usually carefully re- 
quests collectors to send cash or money 
order remittance to pay for the stamps 
needed for their covers. The practice 
of sending loose stamps causes much 
delay in getting the covers ready for 
dispatch and the local postmasters 
have no way of taking care of a 
large quantity of odds and ends of 
stamps. 


BOULDER DAM 


Several letters. mentioning the ap- 
parently over-long wait for covers 
from Boulder City, moved your writ- 
er to inquire at the Post Office De- 
partment for the reason. It seems 
that this small city is some 25 miles 
from Las Vegas, Nevada, and the 
mail is trucked between. However, 
the real reason is that only one mail 
a day on the one train going east and 
one mail a day on the train headed 
west are possible. Covers not catch- 
ing those two sole trains naturally 
were held up a full day or longer. 
Reports from Boulder City were that 
the last covers were cleared out by 
Sunday, October 6. 

The actual number of covers mailed 
out of Boulder City reached the enor- 
mous total of 166,180, cancelled Sep- 
tember 30, representing a sale of 295,- 
000 Boulder Dam stamps with a value 
of $8,850. 

The first day sales at Boulder City 
exceeded in volume the first-day sales 
of any one of the ten National Parks 
commemorative stamps which were 
issued in 1934. 

Inventory at the Philatelic Agency 
of the Post Office Department for the 
first quarter of the current fiscal year, 
July 1 through September 30, shows 
that sales for the period reached a 
total of $279,134.68, which compares 
with $204,696.46 for the same period 
last year.

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Australian Wreck Rocket 
Firings 


Futher rocket mail experiments 
were carried out under the auspices of 
the Queensland Airmail Society on 
August 11th., when the President Mr. 
A. H. Young and the Hon. Sec. Mr. N. 
S. Morrison visited Fraser Island off 
the Queensland coast near Marybor- 
ough. The scene of the experiments 
was the wrecked S. S. Mahono which 
met with disaster in a terrific gale 
whilst being towed to Japan for break- 
ing up. 

At 10 a. m. with a calm sea run- 
ning two firings were conducted. In 
No. 1 firing an attempt was made to 
convey a mail of 750 letters from the 
island to the deck of the stranded ves- 
sel. As a fair land breeze was blow- 
ing care was necessary in directing 
the rocket at the ship. However this 
firing proved successful, the rocket 
passing between the funnels, and by 
means of a line attached to the rocket 
the rubberized silk wrapper enclos- 
ing the mail was safely conveyed to 
the ship’s deck. This rocket—a heavy 
duty ships rocket—travelled a dis- 
tance of 500 yards.

No. 2 firing was not successful as 
far as the experiment was concerned. 
The ship having a list of some 20 
degrees away from the shore necessi- 
tated careful calculating for the pitch 
of the rocket. In addition the rocket 
had to be fired into the wind. Shortly 
after leaving the deck the rocket 
turned several somersaults and de- 
scended into the ocean conveying the 
silk package and mail with it. The 
strong current took charge and the 
mail disappeared under the stern of 
the wreck. After considerable diffi- 
culty the mail was rescued. In this 
mail 750 letters were carried, the 
rocket was the same type as for No. 1 
firing. 

The covers for No. 1 firing, shore to 
wreck, are green and bear a red 
rocket stamp and cacheted back and 
front in violet, whilst those carried on 
No. 2 firing, wreck to shore, are yel- 
low and bear a green rocket stamp of 
the same design cacheted back and 
front in red. Covers on both firings 
carry the Societies crest and are suit- 
ably descriptive of the respective 
firings. 750 blocks of four rocket 
stamps, designed by Mr. A. H. Young, 
and triangular in format were issued 
for each firing. The stamps are im- 
perforate and each block carries at 
the foot “Issued by the Queensland 
Airmail Society” in two lines. 188 
blocks of each 750 were used up in 
stamping the covers. The blocks are 
numbered from 1 to 750 consecutively. 

The cachet takes the form of a map 
of Australia with Fraser Island clear- 
ly indicated. A _ rocket stretching 
across from West Australia with its 
point near Fraser Island is inscribed 
“Guaranteed by the Queensland Air- 
mail Society. Australia. August 11, 
1935.” The mail was posted on return 
to the mainland at Pialba, there being 
no postoffice on the island. The cov- 
ers bear the circular postmark of ‘the 
Pialba post office and are dated Aug- 
ust 12th., 1935. 

Both experiments were carried out 
under the supervision of three official 
witnesses. Captain Y. Tanaka. (Mas- 
ter of the S.S. Maheno), Mr. C. G. 
Greegan, (Senior Customs officer in 
charge of the wreck), and Constable 
R. J. Sanda of Pialba.— Alan H. 
Young, President Queensland Airmail 
Society. 





Potato Stamps 


Collectors of tax paids and such 
stamps will have a new series to add 
to their collection if plans of the De- 
partment of Agriculture for the con- 
trol of potato acreage become effect- 
ive. Under the proposed plans tax 
paid and tax exempt stamps will be 
attached to bags of potatoes shipped 
to market.

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United States Commemorative Stamp Facts 


The Farley Reissues 


When James A. Farley became Postmaster General 
he adopted a system of giving out unfinished sheets of 
stamps to President Roosevelt and certain Cabinet 
members and eventually to friends, which finally lead 
to disaster both for Mr. Farley and for stamp collec- 
tors in general. 


A complete sheet of four hundred stamps of the 
Mother’s Day issue was given a friend who evidently 
offered the sheet for sale and when it was appraised at 
approximately $20,000.00 the stamp collectors, stamp 
clubs and newspapers of the country began to take no- 
tice and ere long such a furore was created that it 
finally lead to an announcement on February 12, 1935, 
that all of the sheets which Mr. Farley had given out 
as favors would be issued in similar form to collectors 
through the Philatelic Agency in Washington. 


The original announcement stated that the sheets 
would be placed on sale March 15, and that the sale 
would be continued for a definite period of time, thus 
indicating that the supply would be sufficient to meet 
any immediate demand. 


In this manner, no definite number of stamps were 
promised, the output being such as to supply a normal 
demand. 


The following stamps were therefore issued for sale 
to collectors, in partially finished form: 


National Parks Stamps, Ic to 10c values inclusive, 
imperforate, sheet of 200 stamps; 3c Mother’s Day, 
flat plate print, imperforate, in sheets of 200 stamps; 
3c Wisconsin, imperforate, in sheets of 200 stamps; 3c 
Byrd, perforated, in sheets of 200 stamps; 3c New- 
burgh, perforated, in sheets of 400 stamps; 16c Airmail 
Special Delivery, imperforate, in sheets of 200 stamps. 
Also Souvenir sheets of the lc and 3c Parks stamps in 


original sheets of 20 of the miniature sheets of 6 
stamps; the lc and 3c Chicago Souvenir Sheets in origi- 
nal sheets of 9 of the small miniature sheets of 25 
stamps; the 3c Byrd Souvenir sheets in original sheets 
ot 25 of the small miniature sheets of 6 stamps. These 
various sheets were all ungummed. 


The original order for these reissued sheets was for 
7,500 sheets of the Newburgh stamps; 10,000 full 
sheets of each of the lc to 10c Parks Stamps, the 
Mother's Day, Wisconsin, Byrd Perforated Stamp and 
the 16c Airmail Special Delivery. Of the Souvenir 
Sheets, there were to be printed 5,000 large sheets of 
each of the different varieties. Total face value of the 
entire issue was $1,781,500.00.

Destroyer U. S. S. Henley (DD391) 

Building at Mare Island Yard is 
named in honor of Capt. Robert Hen- 
ley, who commanded a division of 
gunboats manned by members of the 
crew of the “Constellation” in 1812 
in an attack on the British Frigates 
off Hampton Roads. In the Battle of 
Lake Champlain he was commandant 
of the “Eagle,” Capt. Macdonough’s 
flagship, and on Sept. 11, 1814 he led 
the American attack. He was recipi- 
ent of a message of thanks from Con- 
gress and a Gold medal. Destroyer 
= named “Henley” — stricken from 
ists. 


Destroyer U. S. S. Mugford (DD389) 


Building at the Boston Navy Yard 
is named so in honor of Captain James 
Mugford. He was commander of the 
continental schooner “Franklin” which 
captured the British ship “Hope” with 
a large cargo of military stores and 
powder; he successfully eluded the 
British fleet lying in the harbor but 
he was attacked at night by an over- 
whelming superior force and was kill- 
ed in action. Destroyer 105 was 
named “Mugford.” 


Destroyer U. S. S. Helm (DD388) 


Building at Norfolk Navy Yard is 
named after the late Rear Admiral 
James Meredith Helm who received 
his commission September 14, 1911. 
His most conspicuous service was his 
actions during the Spanish American 
War. He commanded the “Hornet” 
which participated in the blockade off 
Cuba. Under his command the ship 
captured a Spanish ship and 3 con- 
traband schooners off Cape Cruz.

A smaller B in the B-11 plate of 
Columbus has been noted. In fact 
we have known about the B for some 
time but just recently have been able 
to place it in its exact position in the 
coil for it occurs only on the coils.
